Aesthetic 
forms and attitudes about empirical reality and man's position 
therein and every work of art is in some respects like other works 
of art and every work of art is in some respects unlike all other 
works of art and those works of art created by artists in Western 
Europe primarily in the period from the second quarter of the 
fifteenth century to the final decades of the nineteenth century 
have this in common they represent empirical reality and man is 

an integral part thereof more and more from the outside in and 
less and less from the inside out. Read Sir Philip Sidney's 
Astrophel and Stella or listen to Wagner's Der Fliegende Holländer 
or look at Corot's Island of San Bartolommeo, Rome yes from the 
outside in. Aesthetic forms and attitudes about empirical reality 
and man's position therein and during the final decades of the 
nineteenth century artists particularly in Europe began to repre- 
sent empirical reality more and more from the inside out and less 
and less from the outside in. Read Three Lives by Gertrude Stein 
or listen to Alban Berg's Wozzeck or look at Gris' The Sideboard 
yes from the inside out. Aesthetic forms and attitudes about 
empirical reality and man's position therein and the aesthetic 
forms which are currently being created do they show empirical 
reality and man more from the inside out the outside in both which 


one neither yes less from the inside outside neither which one both 
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
